■ January 1 - The Welsh surrender Harlech Ca stle to the 
English . 

■ March 25 - The Council of Pisa opens. On June 5 it 
deposes Pope Gregory XII and Antipope Bened ict XIII, 
and on June 26 crowns Petros Philargos as Pope 
Alexander V; he is subsequently regarded as an antipope. 

■ July - Martin I of Aragon succeeds his own son, as King of 
Sicily . 

■ August 7 - The Council of Pisa closes. 

■ December 2 - The U niversity of Le ipzig opens. 

■ Decembe r 9 - Loui s II of A njou founds the U niversity of 
Aix.
